in th e n u m b e r of hogs sh ip ­ 
ped to farm s and ranches for b r e e d ­ 
ing an d feeding, instead of being sold 
for slaughter. 
This 
m o v e m en t 
of 
“ stockers and feeders’’ 
from 
the 
large m a rk e t s of the co u n try was 
four tim es as heavy during O cto ber 
this y ea r as d u r in g the sam e m o n th 
last year, a n d 
for Septem ber an d 
October com bined the m o v em en t was 
th r e e times h eavier this y ear th a n 
last. 
These hogs that have 
gone 
I back to fa r m s and ranches instead 
| of being s la u g h te re d will, of course, 
increase th e pig crop next y e a r 
T h e 
m ove m ent is considered a 
definite 
indication of som e of the results of 
the cam p aig n s of the United States 
D ep artm en t of Agriculture, S tate col­ 
leges an d o th e r agencies, w ag e d in 
all th e leading hog-producing sta tes 
with th e object of bringing ab o u t 
the saving of breeding stock 
this 
winter. 
F ig u re s of th e Bureau of M a rk e ts 
of th e United States D ep a rtm e n t of 
A g ricu ltu re sh ow t h a t from th e large 
m a rk e ts of the co u n try (with t h e ex­ 
ception of Chicago and Om aha, from 
which th e figures are not now a v a il­ 
able) 65,210 stocker and feeder h ogs 
were shipped 
d u r in g October 
this 
year, while only 14,246 moved from 
the sa m e m a r k e t s in October, 1916. 
D uring S ep te m b e r this year 23,4 57 
sto ckers an d feeders were shipped, 
as com pared w ith 12,879 d u r in g S ep­ 
te m b e r 1916. 
This gives a total of 
88,667 for S eptem ber and October 
this y ea r and 27,125 for th e sam e 
period last year. 


M oney from H ogs 
W e have been getting fig u re s to­ 
ge th er sh ow ing th e money to be m a d e 
from hogs u n d e r the present scale of 
prices. 
One of the mem bers told m e 
the o th e r day t h a t during th e y e a r 
just closing he 
has 
sold 
$6,000 
w orth of hogs, an d he does not raise 
as m any hogs as some o th e rs in th e 
county. 
D uring th e w inter we will 
get to g e th e r reports from t h e d iffe r­ 
ent m e m b ers concerning th e n u m ­ 
bers of sows th e y and th e ir n e i g h ­ 
bors bred this y e a r as com pared w ith 
a year ago. 
T h ese figures will in­ 
dicate both th e business J u d g m e n t 
an d the patriotic 
attitu d e of th e 
f a rm e rs in th e county. 
Some of t h e j 
F a r m B ureau m em bers have a lre ad y 
been raising enough hogs to eat up 
all of th eir corn crop, and th e y have 
had to buy corn besides. 
Not m uch 
increase in pork production can be 
expected from th em but the m en w h o 
an n u a lly sell a groat q uantity of corn 
will not do th e ir duty this y e a r u n ­ 
less they raise a lot of hogs. 
T h e r e 
is not a farm in the county which 
ca nnot be su itably arran g e d for hog 
production at very little cost. 
All 
it requires is u few rolls of w ire-net­ 
tin g fence to inclose a small field, 
to be sown to suitable crops for hog 
pasture, and a make-shift s h e lte r to 
protect th e hogs from sto rm. 
T h e n 
with sows bred in J a n u a ry an d F e b ­ 
ru a ry to have pigs in early su m m e r , 
any f a r m e r can go on with ec o n o m ­ 
ical a n d profitable hog production in 
1918. 
H e is as sure of a p rofitable 
price for his fat hogs next w in te r as 
he is su re of an y th in g in tho future.

No norm al child desires to 
study an y subject, ami a failure on the 
p art of a child to crave a musical edu­ 
cation should not be perm itted to ex­ 
em pt him from such training. 
In m y opinion the average child 
! should begin to study music a t the age 
! of eight or nine and for a t least two 
I years devote un hour a day to tile exer- 
! cise of it. 
A fter two years the child's prefer- 
j once and aptitude m ay safely be con- 
! suited in regard to fu rth er study. But 
! iii any event the two years of study 
have not been wasted, for he has al­ 
ready learned som ething th a t will bo 
of use to Lim all his life. 
Musical training, especially in ibe 
borne, should have a place in tho edu­ 
cation of every child.—Exchange.

County Clerk BoruCF baa now re ­ 
ceived all tie; tax rates and it will 
bo possible for h'tn lo proceed with 
the work of tax extension. 
In fact, 
the county clerk now' has a nu m b er 
of assistants engaged in this work. 
Tho total rate for Jacksonville for 
tho taxes of 1917, payable iii 1918, 
will l)o $0.17. 
It is interesting to 
note in this connection that tho taxes 
in W averly will be $7.15, the highest 
in Morgan county. 
The taxes in 
Meredosia will also be higher than 
the Jacksonville taxes. 
This is tru e 
in both Waverly and Meredosia be­ 
cause of 
the new township 
high 
school buildings. 
The Jacksonville ra te last year was 
$5.4(2, so that this year shows an 
increase of 75c. 
T his increase is due 
to the tuberculosis tax of 20c, the 
soldiers’ monument tax of 20c, both 
of which were authorized by vote of 
the I ie Olde; 10c increase in th e state 
tax and 18c public benefit tax, to­ 
gether with 17c 
increase in 
the 
school tax. 
This school tax increase 
is due to the fact that the school 
board is asking this year for $20,000 
for the building fund, whereas $12,- 
000 was asked last year. 
The increases noted above total 
85c and this sum was decreased to 
75c because of the fact that th e city 
council revoked tho city tuberculosis 
tax subsequent to the spreading of 
I tho county tuberculosis tax. 
lf this 
had not been done there would have 
been a double (lax on Jacksonville 
property for anti-tuberculosis p u r ­ 
poses. 
The state tax last year was 80c 
and this year is 90c. which m eans 
an increase of 10c on city property, 
In the county precincts tho increase 
will be more, owing to the fact chat 
there is not only the increase of 10c 
in the rate but the 4 per cent in ­ 
crease in valuation made by the ac­ 
tion of the state board of equaliza­ 
tion. 
The state and county ibond taxes 
are extended on th e valuation as fix­ 
ed by the state board and all other 
taxes are on the valuation as fixed 
by the county board. 
There are 
several increases in the school taxes 
thruout the county. 
In district I, which is Waverly, 
the school tax last year was $1.05 
and this year it is $1.90. 
In M ur­ 
rayville. which is district 45, the rate 
this year is $2.20 against a rate en 
$1.70 last year, th is increase 'being 
occasioned by the new school build­ 
ing. 
In district 8 4 the increase this 
year is from 2 5c to $1.70. 
This im 
crease is also caused by a new school 
building, a modern structure having 
.•eon erected to tak e the place of 
what was for y ears known as the 
“ little brick school.’’
